The Canadian Pacific steamer 
Empress of Britain will arrive at 
Quebec shortly on her first voyage 
from Liverpool as a cabin-class 
steamer under her new name Mont- 
royal. She is the fastest vessel sav¬ 
ing out of Liverpool and is sched¬ 
uled to run from there to Quebec in 
six and a half days. 

British Columbia’s payroll for 
1923 was $150 000,000, according 
to the annual report of the Work¬ 
man’s Compensation Board. The 
payroll for 1922 was $128,592,- 
502, and for 1921, $130,099,373. Em¬ 
ploying firms operating at the end 
of last year numbered 6,524, an in¬ 
crease of 145 over the previous year. 

The 1924 season for the port of 
Montreal was officially opened on 
the morning of the 18th of April, 
when the Government ice-breaker 
Lady Grey arrived in the harbor. A 
big season is anticipated, especially 
by the Canadian Pacific steamships, 
whose vessels on the St. Lawrence 
route this year will exceed 197,000 
gross tons. 

Vancouver this season has beaten 
Portland, the great wheat port of 
the Northwest and formerly the 
great wheat port of the Pacific. 
Portland includes flour in its wheat 
totals, Vancouver does not. Accord¬ 
ing to the Portland press the Amer¬ 
ican city has moved over 29,000.000 
bushels of wheat to date. Vancou¬ 
ver, in the same period, shipped 36,- 
000,000 bushels, exclusive of a very 
considerable quantity of flour. 

The much prized Wilder silver 
medal, the highest award of the 
American Bornological Society, the 
oldest horticultural body in North 
America, has been awarded to the 
Central Experimental Farm at Ot¬ 
tawa for the sixth time. The medal 
on this occasion was given for me 
Lobo apple, one of the many fine 
varieties of McIntosh Red parentage 
originated at the Central Farm. 

An estimate of $1,500,000 for fire 
protection and management of for¬ 
est reserves has been placed before 
the Government for approval by the 
Minister of the Interior. The Min¬ 
ister stated that more drastic meas¬ 
ures of fire prevention would be 
taken this year and in this connec¬ 
tion the Department of the Interior 
proposes to utilize the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Air Force for the detection of 
fires. 

An appeal for increased pensions 
for the originals of the old Royal 
North-West Mounted Police is now 
before the Federal Parliament. The 
present pensions are based on the 
pay standards of 20 to 30 years ago 
and are therefore quite inadequate, 
the appeal claims, and it is asked 
that they be raised to the same level 
as those granted members of the 
present Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, on retirement. 

“There is not a single geological 
reason why each and all of the 
world-famous mining camps, such as 
those of Kirkland Lake, Porcupine 
and Sudbury, should not be dupli¬ 
cated almost anywhere in the 650,- 
000 square miles of the Quebec Lau- 
rentian Plateau, which stretches 
from the Ottawa and St. Lawrence 
Rivers to Hudson Strait,” according 
to a statement made by T. C. Denis, 
Superintendent of Mines of the 
Province of Quebec, at a recent 
meeting of the Quebec branch of the 
Mining Institute of Canada.

BY A LOCAL GARDENER 


Asparagus is a delicious vege¬ 
table coming into use very early 
in the season and on this account 
should receive more favorable 
consideration from residents of 
the prairies. 

Asparagus is raised! from seed 
but where only a few plants are 
required it is better to purchase 
two year old roots, which can be 
obtained from any good 1 nursery 
at a very reasonable price. 

It prefers a soil rich in uhmns, 
well drained with a southern ex¬ 
posure and should be planted 
near trees or buildings which 
tendls to produce long thin* shoots 

To raise from seed, select 
ground that has been well work¬ 
ed and thoroughly manured the 
previous year, loosen up and rake 
the surface very fine, breaking 
up all lumps. Draw a furrow with 
the rake or hoe about two inches 
deep; before sowing. Soak the 
seeds in warm water from 18 to 
24 hours. Sow the seeds in the 
furrow as early in the spring as 
possible, coverin'g with fine soil 
and pressing firmly with the rake 
or hoe. 

As the foliage on the young 
plants is very fine (and hard to. 
see it is a goor plan to mix with 
the seed a few radist seeds as

Keep the bed free from weeds 
and the surface loose by 'frequent 
use of the hoe and rake. If the 
weather is dry mulch the bed 
with four inches of well rotted 
manure and water. 

In the fall cut ripe tops and 
bujrn the refuse before freeze up 
protect the plants with a hefavy 
mulch of stable manure. As soon 
as the growth starts in the spring 
remove all loose straw and fork 
in the manure carefully so as not 
to damage the roots of the young 
plants. Keep bed free from weeds 
by frequent light cultivation and 
when dry weather sets in give a 
good mulch of well rotted man¬ 
ure and water thoroughly. 

he crop should not be cut this 
year, but do everything to en¬ 
courage ‘the plants to make good 
growth to increase size of crowns 
for next year. In the fail cut the 
ripened tops as in the previous 
year and burn them, add a mulch 
of manure to protect the plants.
